Farmers Vote On Quotas Friday 


$ Voting places in various town­ 
ships throughout Pickaway County 
where farm ers will decide on 1955 
marketing quotas have been 
an­ 
nounced. The vote will take place 
Friday from 7 a. rn. to 5 p. rn. Each 
township committee will have a list 
of those eligible to vote. 
The vote, in reality, will also 
effect the parity prices. If two- 
thirds of the votes approve the 
quotas, then a parity of from 90 
4 to 75 per cent will be in force. 
This will apply only to

WASHINGTON UB-Trucking in­ 
terests claimed today

last night after 134 hours of de­ 
bate. 
Pressing for action. Republican 
Leader Knowland of California last 
night charged a group of Demo­ 
crats with trying to talk the bill to 
death. 
Knowland said he intends to keep 
the Senate in session at least 12 
hours a day until action on the 
bill is completed. He said it will 
not be laid aside for other legisla­ 
tion, but added the entire legisla­ 
tive program is threatened by an 
“ obvious filibuster.”

U.S. Standing Aside 
As East, West Agree 
On Partition Setup 


GENEVA iP — East and West, 
with the United 
States 
standing 
aside, agreed late today to parti­ 
tion Viet Nam roughly along the 
17th parallel, a French source said. 
He reported only technical difficul­ 
ties remained to be settled before 
signing of a cease-fire agreem ent 
for Indochina. 
The partition line, It was said, 
will run about 12 miles north of 
the important 
highway No. 9, 
leading from Quang Tri on the 
coastal road to Savannakhet in 
Laos. 
The French source said the is­ 
sues involving Viet Nam were all 
settled with fixing of the partition 
line. Only a few language difficul­ 
ties remained in provisions con­ 
cerning Laos and Cambodia. 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
of Britain and Soviet Foreign Min­ 
ister Vyacheslav M. Molotov left 
the meeting where final details of 
the peace were being completed 
late in the afternoon for an hour’s 
recess. They were scheduled to re­

Modern facilities for air cooling are help- j 


ful, but those who find it necessary to be 
outdoors have really been taking a beat - 1 


ing from the sun. Of course, they can con­ 
sole them selves with the thought that they 


are lucky they don’t live in Kansas, where 
the tem perature has zoomed far above the 
100-degree mark, and it hasn't rained to 
speak of all year. It isn’t cloudy all day in 
K ansas with a vengeance. 
There are various steps the individual 
can take when the sun scorches the earth. 
They can head for spots such as Glacier 
National Park, where the temperature is 
ideal in the daytime and really cool at 
night. But if that is not im m ediately pos­ 
sible, health experts offer various sugges­ 
tions to minimize inconveniences caused 
by the heat. 
Among the suggestions is to drink plenty 
of water, but avoid ice-cold drinks. Others 
are to eat often but sparingly. Avoid un­ 
due activities, stay out of the sun as much 
as possible, and get plenty of rest. T em ­ 
pers should be watched more closely than 
usual. Hot weather promotes irritability 
and needless rows. Discussion of the w ea th -1 
er should be frowned upon. 
Children require extra care these days. 
Their diets should be watched, their bodies 
bathed frequently. They should be kept in- 
doors during heat of the day. 
That about winds up this dissertation on 
w hat to do about hot weather. Probably 
the best suggestion is to avoid discussing 
the weather. Or avoid reading discussions 
of what to do when it gets hot. 


GOD H UNG ER 
BILLY GRAHAM, the American evan­ 
gelist back from Europe, reports a “hun­ 
ger for God” and that “the golden hour of 
the church is at hand.” He heard in Eur­ 
ope that if the people of Russia had relig­ 
ious freedom “there would be the greatest 
spiritual revival in history in that c o u n- 
try.” 
Am erica, with its freedom, is certainly 
statistically impressive. 
Membership 
in 
all faiths of this country was 92 million in 
1952. when the latest religious census w as 
taken. It is an active membership, as rec­ 
ord total donations of $1.3 billion a year in­ 
dicate. 
If one wants further proof, it is found in 
the fact that religious construction in the 
United States this year will be an estim at­ 
ed $500 million. The 252 religious sects of 
the nation already have 285,000 houses of 
worship, and these are being added to rap­ 
idly. The edifices are not only needed to 
house additional church-goers but to re­ 
place obsolescent structures. 
So there is ample proof of the Billy Gra­ 
ham thesis of God hunger right here at 
home. Far from being a people almost 


I am often asked why it is that the peo­ 


ple of Asia succumb so readily to the 


Marxists. To m any Westerners, it is unbe­ 


lievable that the peoples of the East, con­ 
cerning whom Europeans often hold fan­ 


tastic views, should accept the m aterialis­ 
tic, atheistic notions of Marxism. 


Before one attem pts to analyze this in­ 
quiry, it is necessary to ask, what is meant 


by the people of any country. China, for 


instance, is a polyglot nation of m any dif­ 
ferent races; Indochina is the sam e; 
so 


are India, Indonesia, Malaya, even t h e 


Philippines. In a word, no nation in t h e 


East ot Asia, except Japan and Mongolia, 
consists of a racially homogeneous people. 
Often these various races dislike each oth­ 
er and fight each other whenever no strong 
power exists to prevent them from fighting 
each other. 
Linguistically each country in the East 
of Asia is full of tongues. There are a few 
lingua franca such as Mandarin Chinese or 
Hindi or in some areas English or pidgin 
English, but except for the e d u c a t e d 
classes, most people speak local languages 
or local dialects. One of the principal strug­ 
gles in every nationalist m ovem ent in each 
of these countries has been to find a lan­ 
guage that could be used as a com m on de­ 
nominator. 
Of course, the written languages tend to 
be stabilized and are so in Chinese, in San­ 
scrit, in Arabic and in other literary lan­ 
guages. Those who can read have the ad­ 
vantage of the written word but in all these 
countries, illiteracy is very high. That does 
not mean that the illiterates do not know 
what is going on. In every tea house, in 
every place where people gather, there are 
those who lecture and speak and p a s s 
gossip. Nowadays, radio also has, to an ex­ 
tent, been established, under governm ent 
auspices. 
This lack of homogeneity is emphasized 
by localism —association with the sm allest 
geographic of political unit. A mhn w i 11 
speak of him self as belonging to Canton or 
Madras rather than to China or India. 
Localism is so deeply 
ingrained that 
pride in a village is greater than pride in 
the nation. The nationalism of the p a s t 
half century has been a struggle against 
localism with a varying degree of success, 
depending upon education. Although I can­ 
not know what the Communists are doing 
about localism , m y estim ate would be that 
they are em phasizing it, as they have done 
in Russia, because on the principle of di­ 
vide and conquer, it strengthens their pow­ 
er. They now use the term , self-determ ina­ 
tion, to describe this trend. 
On one point, the whole of Asia, is unit­ 
ed and this unity crosses all racial, linguis­ 
tic and religious differences, and that is 
the universal antagonism to the “W h i t e 
Man” who cam e to their countries by the 
sea. He cam e as a conqueror to take their 
lands and to govern them. 
He exploited 
them economically, often to their advan­ 
tage as well as his, but he introduced in­ 
novations which were resented.

One of th e g reat problem s t h a t 
faces th e physician is th e t r e a t ­ 
m e n t of persons who are allergic 
or sensitive 
to 
pollens. 
M any 
people with a pollen allergy have 
severe bronchial a s th m a ac co m ­ 
p a n y i n g it.- T h e s e h o r m o n e s , 
given systemically, will help both 
th ese diseases. 
However, 
tre a tm e n t 
of

kind c a n n o t be prolonged over 
too long a period, because of pos­ 


sible side effects an d because It 
becomes quite expensive for th e 
patient.
